HARRY GOULD 


Mr, and Mrs, Harry Gould were CIM missionaries in China. In order to be able to stay 
on after the exodus of other missionaries, he took a position as manager of the Butterfield and 
Swire office in Shanghai, All the work of that office has finally been closed up, and the 
Goulds arrived in Hong Kong on July 11, Ralph Mortensen interviewed them there, and from 
that interview and also from a letter written from Shanghai by Mrs, Gould on June I, we are 
able to report the following items of information, 


‘**Those who return to Shanghai now after being away four or five years would find many 
changes, One sets out to go to a certain shop, only to find that it is boarded up, closed and 
finished, Such was Hall and Holtz last week, In the city I think Miss Willis’ Christian Book 
Room is the last foreign shop, although in the suburbs there are a few bakeries and fur shops, 
The Chocolate Shop has been closed over a year, and is now being taken down, for Nanking 
Road is being straightened and all those jutting out places are being taken down, This in- 

ludes the Chocolate Shop and the part near the Palace Hotel near the Bund where Watson's 
ane was, All will have disappeared soon, Outwardly there are really some excellent 
improvements, 


“*The latest order is that the population of Shanghai is to be reduced by half, All heavy 
industry, universities and some schools, and some of the large hospitals plus their staff and 
equipment, are to move to the west and northwest, Chungking is to have the Shanghai Medical 
College, while Chiaotung University is going to Sian, All who settled in the city since 1953 
have to return home, Last week we got our rice and flour ration books, Everyone was allowed 
to state how much they used per month, and as far as 1 know, all were given that amount on 
paper, We have had to buy those at allotted shops for some time. "’ 


The letter goes on to give some church news, Rev, Chia Yu-ming is having a large Bible 
commentary printed by the Three Self Movement. Two Shanghai pastors went down to Canton 
for three weeks of revival meetings, and came back after successful meetings ‘‘full of joy and 
praise’’, 

**The Dents (Vyvyan Dent was formerly organist of the Community Church) are still here, 
he is much better but does not go out much, and has to be very careful. They have been trying 
to sell their house, but many feel that in the end it will have to be given away.”’ 


From the interview with Mr, Mortensen the following further facts emerged, The Bible 
House at 58 Hong Kong Road is open and is kept in good repair, Dr. Baen Lee is believed to be 
alive, but held somewhere, either under house arrest or in jail. Li Jui, the retired business man 
who is working on a new translation of the Old Testament from the Hebrew to the Chinese, has 
four secretaries helping him with the project, one of them being literary 
editor of the Christian Literature Society, Mr. Zia has refused to work with the present Three 
Self management of the CLS, and has preferred to take instead the smaller salary which Mr, Li 
was able to pay him. Li Jui has completed his rough draft, working from the Hebrew, and now 
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these secretaries are polishing it into good Chinese, Mr, Mortensen comments, ‘Whether his tc 
philological background has been adequate for the task only the finished product will reveal.*’ 6.

AMERICANS IN CHINA 


It was announced on September 10 that 29 American civilians still in China are to be re- 0 
leased, ten of them immediately, and the other 19 ‘‘expeditiously,’’ The first ten include seven a 
missionaries, three of them Protestant and four Roman Catholic, The Protestant missionaries are: ge

Mr, Lovegren has served four years and eight months of a five year sentence. He was 
charged with ‘‘collecting intelligence in the Sikang area and conducting espionage.’’ Miss 
Middleton and Miss Perkins were both arrested in Lienhsien, Kuangtung, in February 1951. They of 
were charged with ‘conducting sabotage.*’ Mr. Rickett has served four years and one month of al 
a six year sentence, He was charged with ‘collecting Chinese military and political intelli- 
gence, 
The list of nineteen who will be coming out later include three Protestant missionaries, wl 
twelve Roman Catholics and four non-missionaries, The three Protestant missionaries are Dr, 
and Mrs, Homer V. Bradshaw, Presbyterian U.S.A., and Paul Mackinsen of Baltimore, who had 
been in the American Lutheran Mission in Tsingtao. One of the four non-missionaries is Miss di 
Harriett Mills, Fulbright scholar in Peking, who was arrested at the same time as the Ricketts, Ju 
and probably under the same charges, although the details on this list of nineteen have not yet 5 
been announced.

CHURCH NEWS of 
A single sheet from a Shanghai church magazine has recently been received in Hong os 


Kong. It has on it an article entitled ‘The New Life of the China Bible House.’ The writer 
commences, as usual, by stating that Bible Society work was previously carried on in China 
as a cover for espionage work, with Ralph Mortensen as chief culprit. He then goes on to edt 
say that Li Pei-en (Dr. Baen Li) was appointed by missionaries because he was sympathetic O e

to their point of view and attempted to undermine the real work which Bible Societies are 

. intended to carry out. When he was found out Dr, Li was arrested. A new committee has been 

) C formed to manage the affairs of China Bible House, composed of various church leaders such as 
Bishop Mao Ke-chung (Episcopal), H. H. Tsui (Church of Christ in China Secretary) and Kiang 
Wen-han (YMCA Secretary). It was decided by this committee that in 1955 a certain number 
of Bibles should be published, and that this activity should be continued in order to meet the de- 
mands of Christians, The writer ends by saying that from now on China Bible House will be a 
genuine publisher and distributor of the Scriptures, publishing without note or comment, and no 
more a tool of imperialistic aggression, It would seem from this report that publishing had 
virtually come to a standstill, but that an attempt is being made to print once again, 


Mongolian Scriptures continue to be distributed through a Christian center in Peking. The 
books are received regularly by post from Hong Kong, and remailed to four different places in 
Inner Mongolia, one in Outer Mongolia, one in Kansu and one in Sinkiang. 


SCHOOL NEWS 


In August the educational authorities in Peking claimed that they were finding jobs for all 
of China's 50,000 college graduates and 78,000 graduates of secondary, technical and vocation- 
al schools, Some were being sent to faraway places like Sinkiang, Tibet and Chinghai, 


610 Chinese students left Peking on August 22 for study in the Soviet Union, 1,280 more 
were scheduled to go before the end of August, This is part of China's first five-year plan, 
which calls for sending abroad 10,100 students, 9,400 of which are to study in Russia, 


A correspondent of the pro-Nationalist newspaper Kung Shang Jih Pao in Hong Kong is 
disturbed because as he says 3,000 students left Hong Kong for mainland China in one week in 
July. He asks why the police failed to prevent this exodus, He recognizes that if the student 
is mainland-born, it would be difficult to prevent his return, but if he is Hong Kong born, this 
correspondent proposes that he should be required to get permission from the Hong Kong Direc- 
tor of Man Power before being allowed to cross the border into China, Meantime ARCI (Aid 
Refugee Chinese Intellectuals) is offering 100 scholarships to Hong Kong students who wish to

The Peking dialect has been officially adopted by the Ministry of Education as the 
standard for the nation. ‘*The standard tongue founded on the Peking dialect must be vigor- 
ously promoted on a nation-wide scale, so that eventually the people may acquire a common 
language to enable them to exchange their thought free from obstruction,.. The promotion of 
the standard tongue calls for the standardization of the sound system, the vocabulary and the 
grammar, The sound system isthe most basic factor, since it is in this field that the dialects 
of the different places differ most. Consequently we should begin with the standardization 
of the sound system, In order to standardize the sound system, a means must be found to give 
the correct pronunciation, Before a plan for spelling pronunciation is formulated by the 
Chinese Language Reform Committee, the phonetic notations are to be adopted.’* Unfortu- 
nately the news item does not state what system this provisionally adopted ‘‘phonetic notation’’ 
is; it may be what was formerly known as the National Phonetic System, adapted from the 
phonetic system which missionaries had devised, 


A conference of 33 Chinese psychologists took place in Peking in August, After twelve 
days of studying plans for research in psychology and of teaching methods, the Society of 
Chinese Psychologists was set, with Pan Shuh, President of Nanking University, as its President. 


Chang Chung-lin, Director of Planning in the Ministry of Higher Education, had an 


article in the Peking People's Daily for June 30, 1955 on the subject, Strive to Improve the Low 
Quality of Higher Education, Although he maintains that the general level is above that of pre- 
liberation days, still he admits that the pre-occupation during the past five years with questions 
of reorganization and reorientation has prevented any serious effort toward greater academic 
efficiency, Also the great increase in number of students has brought in many who are not 


properly equipped for a college course. 


Peking Radio reported on September 1 that some 289,000 students are enrolling in higher 
educational institutions, 37,000 more than last year, 110,000 of these are engineering 


eve.
